solf-approval and appreciation are not enough,
are pearcely realized or recognized as a good
apart from the consent of others, there are
endangered the suspicion, acerbity, aod quar.
rel with the individual or society whioch we |
eall jealousy. To this we are disposed to |
think the two extremes of socioty are most
hable; they at least exhibit its characteristios |
in the strongest and most nnmitigated forms,
It ia most cunepicuous in those who are at the |
top but hold their plase only by sufferance,
aud in the obscure who wonld be lost in the |
erowd and forgotten but for the vigor of
theirself.estoem,sottingon a pedestal before
which all their little world must bow. As an
example of the jealonsy rising ont of an in-
satinble need of universal homage, take the
onse of Napoleon I on the oconsion, we |
think, of bis being eleeted Counsal for life.
Al eyes of a vast assembly were fixed on
bim, when he noted a momentary tarn of |
those mullitudinous eyes from himself to
sewe new object of ouriosity. The entrance |
of Madame Reeamier in the splendor of her
youthful beanty had cansed this diversion,
and & jealous scowl on the congueror's brow
neted his displeasure-—a lasting displeasnre—
azainst a rival who for a few moments re-
duced bim to a second rank. For the more
familiar jealousy of the obscure we may refer
tbe reader to the babitual temper of an old
servant, if any reader is fortunate enough to
possess the services of one confident in her-
self 88 & real treasure of honesty, industry,
and sobriety, and using these virtues
as grounds for perpetual ill-tempsr. Respect-
ability in this class often involves such a
band-to-hand fight with temptation that we
should not perhaps wonder at their valning |
themselves on the soore of native excellen-
cies which cught not to pass for much with
their betters. As a fact, we have often ob-
served that the self-complacenocy arsing from
an orderly life, religions observance, and
trugtworthiness, presumably enscted under
the eyes of an admiring world, issnes in an
oxclusive claim to everything good and plea-
saut that is going on. Such a person grows
to reg:rd every recognition of anolher's merit
a8 a deliberate personal slight to be avenged
by a judicial sullenness of aspect. “*Valaa-
bfa" ia the epithet constantly applied to those
social oppressors who are so ancoessful in im-
posing their own self-estimate on their em-
ployers, all the while ignorant that an outra-
geous Eanlouny is the real source of the dis-
eomfort which they possibly anppose to be an
inevitable tax on the highest merit.

Between these two exponents of the gna-
lity there are infinite degreen. We ought |
never to consider oursalves or any one else to
be wholly free from it, or purely dispassion.
ate and elear of personal bias not to be other-
wise explained. Wherever there are natural
rights, however they may seem to be forgot-
ten or disowned, it is slways wise to steer
clear of any course that may awaken a sen-
salion which is mnch more likely to be slum-
bering than wholly absent, Nor does it ever
do to sn&pusa cirenmstances a bar to its pro-
sence, herever there is a sense of depend-
ence on others there is room fur jealounsy.
Heveral years ago there were in the Asylam
for the Deaf and Dumb at Bath two children,

af, dumb, and blind—reduced therefore to
ihe sense of touch for all acquired know-
Jedge of men and things; and these two chil-
dren contrived to be violently jealous of
each other, rancorously resenting any favor |
of notice or dress in which the other had the
advantsge. Jealousy, in ract, belongs to a
sort of helplessness—to natures that are not
sufficient for themselves, that depend on
others in an ame‘ftional degree, and need
that others should depend on them as a
source of pleasure, comfort, reliance of any
sort. We shall counstantly find such people
enlarging on their importance to others; they
are auxious to prove a wide clientele. 'T'he very
anxiety to prove this 18 a jealous trait, We |
may be certain that these boasted friends of
theire  have their little grievances if
we could but find them, and that living with
them is by no means plain sailing. We
know it, too, by the sort of uneasiness which
arises in the manner and countenance of
these favorites—by their showing, at the
mention of certain names, o sudden set of
the features that warns us, as it were, ofl the |
premises of that subject. Many persons,
with & fine play of expression when the
mindisdisenguged, assume a mask-likerigidity
auder this influence, which bids us beware,
for we are on dangerous ground; an aspect
not without its irritation even when we are
not personelly injured by it, for it is vexa-
tious to feel ourselves in the pressnce
of one inoapacitated for a fair and just view
of the guestion or character that engages us,
We can never hope to come in contact with
an unpiejudiced mind while that mask is on;
it shuts out all fairness of treatment. And |
besides that this temper constantly misses the
best points in others, it is itself too scruti-
nizing snd detective for the best qualities to
show themselves. Jealousy of this sort by
0o mesns necessarily indieates an unamiable
temper, and it constantly belongs to fidelity
and tenacity of affection, but it is a one-
sided amiability that more readily weeps with
the scrrowful than follows out the other
